without parallel in the history of the 
world, without approach i in the case of 
a country possessing a constitution 
guarfanteing equal powers and priv- 
ileges. The party in power refuse to 
this day to consider the war over. Its 
stock in trade is sectional division and 
crimination. It fattenson the bloody 
shirt. It traduces fifteen sovereign 
states that it may maintain its power 
over the prejudices that grew out of the 
war. It deliberately ‘‘ostracizes” the 
intelligence and property of those 
states. 

We appeal to the patriots of the north 
of whatever party to consider thought- 
fully thejsituation. Have we not stated 
the essential facts? If we have, can 
you expect real fraternity, t e 
development of a real old-fashioned 
fourth-of-July feeling in the south, 
while she is under the ban? Can 
you expect her to heartily join the 
union when the party in power is prac- 
tically and villainously trying to keep 
her out? Certainly you cannot. Hu- 
man nature is the same the world oyer. 
We are but humansin the south, and 
such conduct in a party must produce 
unhappy results while men are only 
men. 

There is nothing truer or surer than 
the fact that the party which has 
thriven and can only thrive on a divid- 
ed country must go out of power before 
a deep, lasting and well-based feeling 
of fraternity can spring up between the 
sections. Human nature will not per- 
mit any other result, 

The south does desire a real union of 
the sections, but it is unreasonable 10 
expect a section whose intelligence is 
deliberately and intentionally and self- 
ishly ostracised in pohtics to the far- 
therest possible extent by the domi- 
nant party, to develope strongly in 
that direction while the unjust pressure 
is maintained. Let the south, however, 
once feel that it is again a part of the 
country by the force of a reasonable 
participation in ber affairs, and that 
country will speedily become as firmly 
knit together as she ever was in her 
whole history. Men of the north, you 
who do not belong to the office-holding 
arm that over-goyernment maintains, 
can you afford, do you even wish, to 
keep up for four years longer an un- 
happy state of feeling between the two 
great sections of the country? We 
hope not. We believe you do not.

The Gazette says that 
in point of confusion, feeling and want 
of dignity, it never saw the meeting 
approximated. In reviewing the situa- 
tion in Pike, the Griffin News thinks

We do not know that the result is at 
variance with the wishes ot Pike.

On the 28th of February, 1874, the new char- 
ter of Atlanta was approved. It limited taxa- 
tion to one aud a half per cent, except that in 
cases of emergencies au extra tax of one-haif 
per cent may be collected. It declared tha 
this generai tax shall ‘include the school ta 
and ubolished the special tax for schools. This 
was not to cripple the schools; for in its twenty- 
fifth section the tax for schools is recognized; in 
its thirty-fifta section .among the thirteen 
—— to be provided for by taxation, the 
third is for tne support of public schools; 
and section one hunored and thirty empowered 
the mayor and general council “to maintain a 
system of public schools as now established by 
law in suid city,” eto. 

Among other restrictions made by the 
new charter, its thirty third section restricted 
annual expenses to annual income, ‘‘after pay. 
ing interest on her bonds and floating debt,“ 
and provided that “one half the tex on real 
estate be first set aside for payment of the float- 
ing debt until all is paid.’
